Plane Crashes 
Kill 160

LONDON (AP)- Britain's air 


safety rules came under close 
scrutiny 
today 
following the 


death of 160 Britons in the crash 
of tiro chartered holiday air- 
liners. 


On Saturday night a Douglas 


DC4 
bound 
for 
Perpignan, 


France, smashed into the footh- 
ills of the Pyrenees, killing all 
88 aboard. 


Sunday, a four-engine Argo- 


naut Coming home from Major* 
ca plummeted into the center of 
the northern city of stockport, 
killing 72 of the passengers and 
Injuring 12. The plane crashed 
in the only clear area for miles 
around, 
and 
nobody 
on the 


ground was hurt. 


Both planes were owned by 


private British airlines. Both 
were propeller-driven veterans 
around 20 years old. Both had 
been retired from service by 
bigger airlines as they bought 
newer aircraft. And both crash- 
es cfime during the landing ap- 
proach. 


The prototype for both planes 


was designed In 1939. The Argo- 
naut Is a Canadian model of the 
Douglas DC4 with British in- 
stead 
of American engines. 


BOAC, the state-owned British 
Overseas Airways Corp., retired 
the Argonauts in 1959 after 107 
million air miles and two acci- 
dents. 


Two other DC4s have crashed 


this y«ar, killing 57 persons. 


Chartered flight companies in 


Britain 
must conform to the 


same safety rules as BOAC and 
its sister line, British European 
Airways. 
But BOAC and BE A 


have rules of their own more 
strict than the minimum re- 
quired by law. The state lines, 
for example, do not permit pi- 
lots to land passengers at an 
airport which he has not visited 


on a familiarization flight. Pri- 
vate operators are not required 
to follow this rule. 


Since 1957 private British air- 


lines have had 22 fatal crashes 
with a total of 730 deaths. In the 
same period 
BOAC and BE A 


have had nine fatal accidents 
with 270 dead. 


One Labor member of the 


House of Commons, Maurice 
Orbach, said he and others will 
demand an immediate safety 
check and review of the age of 
all planes brought out for the 
summer holiday trade. 


Robert Carr, leader of the 


Conservative aviation group in 
Commons, said he would urge a 
drive for worldwide safety. 


Newspapers called for action. 
"With the grief there must be 


determination to establish the 
full 
facts of these appallng 


crashes," said the Daily Ex- 
press."

Evolution 
Law Upheld 
by Court 


LITTLE ROCK (Ar; _ 
The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
upheld the constitutionality of 
Arkansas' law prohibiting 
the 


teaching of 
evolution in 
the 


state's public schools systems. 


The court, in re versing a Pula- 


ski Chancery Court ruling said 
the evolution law was a "valid 
exercise of the states power 
to specify the curriculum in its 
public schools." 


The court did not rule on wheth- 


er the act prohibited any ex- 
planation of the 
theory of ev- 


olution. It said this was not neces- 
sary to a decision in the case 
because that issue was not raised. 


Chancellor Murray O.M. Reed 


ruled June 16, 1966, that the 
law was unconstitutional. He said 
it tended to hinder the quest for 
knowledge, restrict the freedom 
to learn and restrain the free- 
dom to teach." 


The high court's action leaves 


Arkansas and Mississippi as the 
only states with an antlevolution 
law. Tennessee site of the fam- 
ous John T.M. scopes Monkey 
law trial in 1925, threw out its 
anti- evolution law last month 
when 
its legislature passed a 


measure allowing the teaching of 
evolution as theory, but not. as 
fact.

year. 


The fund Isn't designed to 


wipe out the entire debt. It's 
simply a handy place for debt- 
retiring gifts. 


Through April 30, the special 


fund had collected $909,066.82, 
most of It from the will of the 
late Susan Vaughan Clayton of 
Houston, Tex. 
She willed half 


the Income from a trust fund to 
the federal government to help 
retire the debt. 


She and Rep. Charles Bennett,

record. Bennett contributed the 
first $1,000. The Treasury De- 
partment declined 
to identify

Chinese Style

CHENGCHOW, China (AP) - 


In this capital of Honan — one 
of the richest of China's prov- 
inces — I saw a man who looked 
like a beggar. My Interpreter 
told me he was a former rich 
land owner. 


Mao Tse-tung's revolution has 


changed the face of the Chinese 
countryside. The beggared land 
owner is one example. The com- 
munes are a bigger one. 


We went to a commune near 


here with a population of 4,710 
— 427 families, 1,450 workers. In 
1937, the area was bombed by 
the Japanese and the farmers 
had to quit their villages in the 
van of the Japanese army. 


Once, all the land was owned 


by 18 people, we were told, and 
farmers were the beggars. First 
there was a farmers' associa- 
tion, then cooperatives and fi- 
nally the commuuo In October 
1958. 


It grew many vegetables in 


hothouses during 1966, but it had 
to buy rice from the govern- 
ment. It hopes by 1969 to be self- 
sufficient in rice. 


The commune here Is one of 


the smaller ones. The biggest 
we saw was the Red Star Com- 
mune outside Peking. 


It has 55,000 people, 22,000 


acres of land, and obviously is a 
showpiece. Short of water and 
short of Iron pipes, it solved the 
problem 
by building cement 


pipes for irrigation. 


It possesses relatively few 


tractors — only 67 — grows 40,- 
000 tons of vegetables a year, 
14,000 tons of fruit, raises 5,000 
head of cattle, 25,000 pigs, It 
also has 11 small factories and 
1,700 factory workers. 


A going concern - or so we 


were told - it makes powdered 
milk, vegetable oil, flour, tile, 
and steel nuts - but no bolts. It 
has 15 primary schools, 60 Jun-

What About Space Rescue? 


The nation was shocked and 


a space program thrown Into 
limbo when a space capsule 
accident killed three astro- 
nauts earlier this year. Yet 
the horror of the first known 
space program fatalities 
might have been even more 
p r o n o u n c e d had they oc- 
curred in that foreign world 


of cold and weightless void. 


Rescue and escape during 


a space flight or on the moon 
have been widely discussed 
and researched. Several possi- 
bilities have been offered, 
ranging from bail-out by 
space capsule occupants to 
rendezvous and rescue using 
another ship. 


Space officials lean toward 


a form of crew bail-out now, 
due to the problems involved 
in getting another ship off 
the ground and linked up 
with the one in distress. 
Among bail-out 
procedures 


suggested in research by the 
N a t i o n a l Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
and 


major aerospace companies, 
is the use of a "cocoon," a 
pressurized lightweight con- 
tainer in which the astronaut 
could live outside his capsule, 
if need be, until ground res- 
cue came. 


For complete bail-out from 


ship to ground, an escape sys- 
tem called MOOSE (Manned 
Orbital Operations S a f e t y 
Equipment) has been envi- 
sioned. In this plan, the astro- 
naut becomes a human satel- 
lite from the time he leaves 
the ship until he fires de-orbit 
rockets that hurl him into the 
atmosphere and then to the 
ground. His body would be 
protected by a life-supporting 
shield. 


Similar to the MOOSE con- 


cept is the space parachute 


which looks like an inverted 
"coolie hat," in the drawing 
upper right. The astronaut 
lies in the bottom of the "hat" 
for protection from heat dur- 
ing re-entry. 


With the advent of actual 


space stations housing crews 
of several men, the need for 
rendezvous will become im- 
perative, not only for crew 
replacement but in the event 
of damage to the 
station 


which must be repaired in 
space, as visualized below. By 
the time space stations are in 
use, however, scientists ex- 
pect to have ferry and ambu- 
lance service much more so- 
phisticated.

Heavy 
fighting 
raged 
in 


Egypt's Sinai Desert-the route 
the Israelis took to reach the 
Suez Canal in 1056. Air Battles 
and bombing raids were report- 
ed by both sides. Forces of 
Egypt, Jordan and Syria were 
involved on the Arab side. 


The fighting came about after 


a series of minor clashes over 
the last few months across the 
Syrian-Israeli border, followed 
by Egypt's command May 17 
tor the United Nations to with- 
draw 
the 
U.N. Emergency 


Force that had separated Israel 
and Egypt on the Sinai frontier 
and at the Gaza Strip. 


The U.N. Security Council, 


which had met fruitlessly tor 
two weeks 
in an effort 
to 


preserve the peace,; was called 
into emergency session in New 
York. 


In 
Washington*, the 
White 


House called on' all panics to 
support the council, and said: 
"Tragic consequences will flow 
from this needless and destruc- 
tive struggle if the fighting does 
not stop immediately." 


Britain expressed grave con- 


cern and launched new,discus- 
sions among the Big' Four pow- 
ers. 


The fighting first erupted on 


the Sinai Desert front between 
Egyptian and Israeli troops and 
tanks, then spread to the Syrian 
and Jordanian fronts. Both sides 
accused the other of starting the 
war after weeks of crisis. 


Egypt charged Cairo and oth- 


er 
Egyptian 
targets 
were 


bombed. Damascus radio re- 
ported that Syrian air force 
planes bombed the oil refinery 
in Haifa and left It in flames. 
The broadcast said airfields in 
northern Israel were heavily 
damaged. Amman radio said 
Jordanian planes also took part 
in the Haifa raid. 


The hardest ground fighting 


appeared to be centered in the 
Sinai Desert front involvinr 
Egyptian and Israeli 
troops. 


An Israeli dispatch claimed the 
army there had made gains but

was denied 
in Cairo. 


Fighting also broke out along 
the Egyptian-administered Gazjt 
Strip farther north.
